Council Worksession Yields 


Consensus on Projects

In a line-by-line review, most 
capital projects proposed to be 
funded in the fiscal year 2002 
budget were quickly and unani- 
mously approved after only brief 
discussion by Mayor Judith Davis 
and councilmembers Edward 
Putens, Rodney Roberts and Tho- 
mas White at an August 20 
worksession. 

However, a capital item of 
$30,000 for new police depart- 
ment carpeting sparked discussion 
and a 2 to 2 tie vote until Putens 
changed his vote to “yes,” mak- 
ing it a 3 to 1 vote in favor of 
including it in the budget. Al- 
though Roberts said, “Spending 
$30,000 every 10 years on car- 
peting is too much,” he also said 
he wanted to do “something,” be- 
cause “you can’t leave them [po- 
lice] there with shredded carpet.”

Director of Planning and De- 
velopment Celia Craze asked 
council to place in the capital 
budget an unfunded item for fu- 
ture police station expansion. 
She stated that the current station 
is adequate only for 28 officers. 
If the Metroland development 
goes forward, she said, requiring 
a substantial increase in the num- 
ber of police officers, “You must 
do something.” Her request to 
place an item in the budget as a 
“necessary capital improvement,” 
she said, was meant to show the 
dire inadequacy of the current fa- 
cility under the “Adequate Public 
Facilities” requirement. A long 
discussion followed, with Davis 
pointing out that more informa- 
tion is needed on the issue. 

In discussion about the 
$350,000 capital item for Com- 
munity Center windows, 
$325,000 of which is funded by 
a state grant, Davis pointed out 
that the city had rejected two 
“outrageous” proposals from ven- 
dors but that council is hopeful a 
firm in New York can do the job 
if it is put off until spring. The 
work is scheduled for completion 
in fiscal year 2002. Other Com- 
munity Center capital budget 
items approved for the 2002 bud- 
get are $12,000 for painting the 
exterior, $5,000 for refurbishing 
or replacing entrance doors on 
the 1937 building, and $20,000

U. S. Representative Steny 
Hoyer was the life of the 
party at a special city council 
meeting held Tuesday, August 
28, where he reported that it 
looks very positive that Con- 
gress will approve up to $1 
million in matching funds for 
the Jaeger Tract acquisition. 
In response to Mayor Judith 
Davis’ question, “When will 
we know for sure?” he replied 
“By the end of October.” 

The meeting was very up- 
beat, with all participants opti- 
mistic about the momentum 
that is building. 

Mayor Davis reported on 
community partnerships that 
are being pursued, including 
the cities of College Park and 
Berwyn Heights, Westchester | 
Park, GEAC, Committee to 
Save the Green Belt, Governor 
Parris Glendening, and the 
Prince George’s County Council.

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Council Gives the Go-ahead 
For a Bond Referendum

The Greenbelt city council had 
a plateful of important items be- 
fore it at its regular meeting on 
Monday, August 13. Issues to be 
discussed included: a $3.5 million 
bond issue, salaries and benefits 
for city employees, a review of 
election matters, a development 
proposal near Greenbelt Metro 
station, the Bank of America 
closing, and acquisition of the 
Jaeger Tract. (See August 23 is- 
sue for articles on the last two 
items.) 

Council is moving along with 
preparations to place a bond ref- 
erendum question on the ballot of 
the November city council elec- 
tion. Voters will be asked to vote 
yes or no about whether the city 
should issue $3.5 million in bond 
money to finance several large 
projects. 

At the meeting council voted 
to have the city staff prepare the 
necessary ordinance for council

action at the September 10 meet- 
ing. Items to be financed 
through a bond issue could be: 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter renovation and expansion 
($750,000); Public Works Depart- 
ment facility renovation and ex- 
pansion ($2 million); Greenbelt 
theater renovation ($250,000); 
and Greenbelt East pedestrian 
improvements, traffic calming, 
and road work ($500,000). 
Council discussion centered on 
the wording and questions about 
some of these projects. 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked how specific the word- 
ing of the bond referendum has 
to be. City solicitor Robert 
Manzi replied that the city char- 
ter requires the project be de- 
scribed so that voters know what 
they are voting for. Such word- 
ing can be in generic terms, he

Edward Putens is completing 
his tenth term on the Greenbelt 
City Council. Putens has been a 
resident of Greenbelt for 34 
years, living in Springhill Lake, 
Charlestowne North, Windsor 
Green and now in Greenbrook. 
His family includes his wife 
Becky and three grown chil- 
dren—Kim, Ryan, and Amy. He 
was born in Hazelton, Pennsylva- 
nia and grew up in Baltimore. 

Putens has been employed by 
the Federal Government for 29 
years and has received many 
awards and commendations. 
Since 1987 he has been with the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
Putens previously served in a va- 
riety of senior management and 
staff positions for the Department 
of Labor, Office of Personnel

| Bond Issue Needs Work | 


There are very good reasons for the city to undertake a bond 
issue at this time. However, the Greenbelt City Council needs 
to get its act together if it expects Greenbelters to approve it at 
the November election. In the past, the city has been able to 
obtain voter approval only when it has strongly and unani- 
mously supported the purposes for which bonds are to be issued 
and demonstrated a need for the expenditures. In at least two 
instances when there was division on the council, bond referen- 
dums failed by large numbers. 

This is a good time to sell bonds. Interest rates are low. 
City Manager Michael McLaughlin has told council that the city 
could refinance its current outstanding debt when it borrows 
another $3,500,000 and, at the same time, cut the city’s annual 
budget for debt repayment. The Public Works department, 
which has worked out of temporary trailer offices for well over 
10 years and parks valuable equipment outside in the rain and 
snow, is badly in need of a building addition. The $2,000,000 
allocated in the bond proposal for this purpose, based upon a 
preliminary architectural study, should enable this vital service 
provider to all city residents to do its multiple tasks more effi- 
ciently and effectively. Also, the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center, from the beginning, has been too small to house a full 
range of recreational services to the western sector of the city. 
The $750,000 allocated in the bond proposal for an addition to 
that building seems to be, if anything, too little considering 
today’s construction costs. 

For the remaining items included in the present proposal, 
however, there is neither full support nor clarity on how to 
spend the money. The current proposal allocates $250,000 for 
renovating the movie theater at Roosevelt Center. One 
councilmember, Rodney Roberts, has expressed opposition to 
using bond funds for the theater. Council, currently negotiat- 
ing the purchase of the theater, is uncertain if these negotiations 
will succeed. Councilmember Alan Turnbull suggests that if the 
theater is not purchased, the bond money can be used for other 
purposes. In last year’s November 9 editorial, we expressed 
concern about buying the theater. Most of the questions we 
raised then still remain unanswered. Those concerns related to 
how the theater could be separated from the rest of the build- 
ing of which it is an integral part, how the theater will be op- 
erated if the city owns it, and whether or not council intends to 
subsidize its operations or expects it to be self-supporting. 

At the urging of some councilmembers to provide a balanced 
proposal for the various sectors of the city, $500,000 has been 
allocated for Greenbelt East. Yet council does not know how 
the money would be spent. While councilmembers made vari- 
ous suggestions, the Greenbelt East Advisory Coalition’s repre- 
sentative, Sheldon Goldberg, was not able to express support for 
any one of them. Because council is not prepared to say how 
the money will be spent, it has asked for loose legal language 
so that the funds can be spent however a future council pleases. 
While it’s true that loose legal language has been used for other 
bond referendum authorizations to avoid problems if unforeseen 
circumstances force the council to recuse its spending plan, the 
commitments of council on how funds would be spent were 
loud and clear. 

Two months remain before the city election at which the 
bond issue will be voted up or down by Greenbelt’s voters. We 
hope that before then, council can put together a spending pro- 
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Dear Senator Sarbanes: 

As you have heard by now, Bank of America (BOA) has decided to close its branch in the Roosevelt 
Center, effective November 16. This is a most unfortunate decision and the city seeks your aid and assis- 
tance in working to change the decision. 

The Bank of America branch is the only bank in Roosevelt Center. As such, it serves the historic central 
section of Greenbelt which is also home to many senior citizens. This branch is particularly important to 
them because they can walk to it, they are familiar and comfortable with it, the staff know their custom- 
ers personally, there has been a bank in the Center for over 60 years, and Roosevelt Center has the other 
services that seniors need on a day to day basis -- a supermarket, doctor’s offices, post office, etc. Clos- 
ing this branch will force them to use other branches which while relatively close, are not familiar to them 
and are relatively difficult to get to. For instance, one of the two nearby branches is at Beltway Plaza which 
is in a confusing and unsafe location for both pedestrians and motorists. Enclosed with this letter is a copy 
of a petition that has been presented to the City urging the bank not to be closed. It has over 900 signa- 
tures and was gathered by members of the City’s Golden Age Club. 

The decision is most unfortunate in its timing, as well. Greenbelt has just initiated a $170,000 pro- 
gram to encourage and assist residents to remain in their homes as they get older and need assistance in 
living. This program, called a Naturally Occurring Retirement Community, is intended to help communi- 
ties remain attractive options for their aging population. Since we know that people would prefer to age 
in their home, rather than have to move, this program helps to ensure our communities have the services 
that people need, like a bank. Closing this branch is a step in the opposite direction of that initiative. It 
makes life more difficult and challenging for seniors. 

You are also aware that the Roosevelt Center shopping center is a part of the original Greenbelt com- 
munity, and part of Greenbelt’s history and legacy. It was the original shopping center for the planned com- 
munity which is now a National Historic Landmark and on the National Register of Historic Places. 
Greenbelt is a living model planned community, and the shopping center is a vital component of Greenbelt 
and our continued success as a planned community. 

We are gravely concerned that the loss of the bank not only creates a vacancy in the building, it also 
endangers the whole economic vitality of the Roosevelt Center. This is the only bank in the center. While 
there is a Credit Union, it is not a bank. All the services in the Center work with one another and sup- 
port each other. The loss of a business such as the bank would be a potentially devastating blow to the 
Center. Being a small shopping center that is not on a major roadway, it has a very fragile economic ex- 
istence. | 

City representatives met with representatives of Bank of America on August 7. We find it unfortunate 
they did not choose to meet with us prior to this decision. They advise that their decision is based on 
the proximity of other BOA branches and a decrease in business over time at this branch. They note that 
this branch averages only 5,000 transactions a month, while BOA branch averages 12,000 to 15,000 per 
month. We recognize these situations, but we believe that the value and importance of the bank are great 
enough to the residents and the community that we must find a way to keep the branch open. 

I have attached information from the Bank of America’s web site. Its references BOA’S $350 billion 
commitment over the next 10 years to community development and sustainability, historic preservation, and 
working with communities. The decision to close the Roosevelt Center branch goes directly against this 
commitment. However, we believe it may be just that type of commitment that is the answer to keeping 
the bank open. We ask your assistance to work with Greenbelt to find a way for Bank of America to keep 
its branch in Roosevelt Center open and request to speak or meet with you regarding the decision to close. 

If the decision to close does not change, the City will work to find another bank to locate there be- 
cause we think a bank is vital to the health of the Center and the section of Greenbelt which it serves. 
Finally, while Greenbelt has had a long and excellent relationship with Bank of America (and its prede- 
cessors), the City will not hesitate to give its business to that bank, not because of convenience or spite, 
but because it protects our community’s vitality and thus, its legacy and history. 

The City Manager, Michael McLaughlin, will contact you shortly to discuss this matter. 

Hopefully, a way will be found to keep the branch open.

for design and installation of in- 
terior signage for the building. 
Funding for the memorialization 
project is also included at 
$13,000. 
Miscellaneous 

On a proposed capital item of 
$7,000 for Greenbrook trails, 
council is waiting to see a layout 
before making a final decision. 

Two additional bus shelters are 
funded, one to be placed at 
Mandan Road at Canning Ter- 
race, and a second on Hanover 
Parkway at Greenbriar. 

Expansion of the Dog Park 
($15,000) and seed money for 
planning a skateboard park 
($5,000) were also approved. 

Capital projects approved for 
the Aquatic and Fitness Center 
are for replacing a damaged slide 
($5,000), providing an additional 
drain in the baby pool as re- 
quired by the Health Department 
($2,500) and replacing doors to 
the maintenance room of the out- 


door pool ($5,000). 

The vote was 3 to 1 (White 
opposed) for budgeting a capital 
item of $102,000 for playground 
improvements. “I don’t like the 
direction in which we're going,” 
White said, pointing out that 
there had been no playground ac- 
cidents in 60 years and citing the 
restrictive choice of surfacing 
materials. “I would do it on a 
playground-by-playground basis,” 
he said. He said little was being 
done in the upgrades to make 
playgrounds ADA-accessible and 
that the bulk of the money goes 
into surfacing. The city will be 
applying for a grant for part of 
the playground upgrade cost. 

Springhill Lake Center 

Funding in the amount of 
$325,000 was approved for reno- 
vation and expansion of 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter. The total cost of the project 
is estimated at $1,500,000, but 
$300,000 in construction funding 


has been approved by the state 
and will have to be matched by 
the City of Greenbelt. Additional 
state funding will be sought. The 
city’s match could be funded by 
the bond referendum that Council 
intends to include on the Novem- 
ber ballot. 

A capital item of $100,000 
was approved for street resurfac- 
ing that would include a portion 
of Ora Glen Drive and incorpo- 
rate street-calming measures. 

An amount of $300,000 was 
approved for the Public Works fa- 
cility renovation. Design work 
began in fiscal year 2000 and 
continued in 2001. Renovation 
will begin in fiscal year 2002 
upon council’s approval of the 
design. 

Trim around the Youth Center 
exterior will be painted at a cost 
of $5,000. 

An amount of $625,000 was

Putens also successfully initiated 
the Four Cities Coalition among 
Greenbelt, College Park, New 
Carrollton, and Berwyn Heights, 
to expand inter-city cooperation 
on issues and projects of com- 
mon concern. Planning and de- 
velopment proposals for the 
Greenbelt Metro area have be- 
come a major concern during the 
current Council term. 

Putens has taken a leading 
role on senior citizen concerns 
and initiated establishment of the 
Senior Task Force, which led to 
establishment of the permanent 
Senior Citizen Advisory Commit- 
tee. He has been active in efforts 
to control development and ad- 
dress the traffic concerns arising 
from proposed developments. He 
was the leader in the eventually 
successful effort to have a traffic 
light installed at Greenbelt and 
Mandan Roads, and a guard rail 
installed at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

Until 1993, Putens was the 
only council member living in 
Greenbelt East, and he has 
worked actively with the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee (GEAC), of which he was a 
co-founder.

said. In the 1985 bond referen- 
dum, four generic terms were 
used -- for example, parkland ac- 
quisition. 

The wording issue tied in di- 
rectly to discussion of items to 
include on the bond referendum. 
At a worksession on the bond is- 
sue on July 18, councilmembers 
had all agreed to the need for 
work on the Public Works 
Department’s compound and the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center. 

Roberts had objected to put- 
ting the theater on the referen- 
dum and at the August 13 meet- 
ing asked about the status of pos- 
sible city acquisition of the the- 
ater. Mayor Judith Davis replied 
that there is a request for an ex- 
ecutive session to discuss the the- 
ater. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said, "the city's offer 
has been countered." Council- 
member Alan Turnbull said that 
the money could be spent on the 
theater if and when the city ac- 
quires it; if the city does not ac- 
quire it, the money could be 
spent elsewhere. 

Discussion then moved on to 
the proposed Greenbelt East 
projects. Sheldon Goldberg of 
the Greenbelt East Advisory Coa- 
lition reported on its discussion 
of this topic at a recent meeting. 
He said at first there was interest 
in getting the report on play- 
ground equity, but the package of 
road improvements suggested at 
the July 18 meeting seemed 
“kind of nebulous.’ He reported 
that he did not know how the 
boards of the neighboring home- 
owner groups would feel about 
an overpass over Greenbelt Road 
proposed at Frankfort Drive. 
Turnbull and Councilmember 
Thomas White toyed with some 
flexible wording. McLaughlin 
said the referendum language can 
be worded to allow the city to do 
road and park improvements, 
whatever comes out of the 
Hanover Parkway corridor study. 

City Employees 

Council voted to spend 
$430,000 to adjust salaries of city 
employees to begin to make them 
comparable to salaries of employ- 
ees in neighboring cities and 
towns. For more than a year the 
city has been studying the com- 
pensation and benefits for city 
employees by an in-house analy- 
sis and with consultant Charles 
Hendricks and Associates. The 
studies show employee salaries 
were 10% behind comparable po- 
sitions in comparable communi- 
ties and that the pay plan was 14 
- 15% behind. 

It will still take more than a 
year to bring city salaries up to 
comparable levels. No salary ad- 
justments will be made until after 
the September 10 meeting when 
council will discuss these issues 
again. But salary adjustments, 
when made, will be retroactive to 
July and all city employees will 
receive a salary increase. 

Election Issues 

With the city council election 
in less than three months, council 
discussed several election issues 
but took little action. Council 
agreed to continue with the cur- 
rent sign placement program.

There are nine sites on city prop- 
erty where candidate signs can be 
placed. This program started in 
1991 and since that time candi- 
dates have agreed not to place 
campaign signs in yards. 

Putens made a proposal to 
limit campaign expenditures. 
Manzi said that cannot be done 
unless public funds are involved. 

A proposal to change the elec- 
tioneering limit at the polls failed. 
Currently, people handing out 
campaign literature must stand at 
least 300 feet from the entrance 
to the poll. Roberts wanted to 
change it back to a 100-foot 
limit, as it was before 1991. 

There was discussion of hav- 
ing biographical sketches of all 
the city council candidates on the 
city’s website. Currently, the city 
website has bios of the council 
members. 

There was no formal action 
taken, though there was voluntary 
agreement by council members to 
take their bios off the website 
when the campaign season be- 
gins. Doug Love volunteered to 
help candidates with a website. 

Greenbelt Station 

In July the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board approved 
the conceptual site plan for the 
Greenbelt Station. This is a pro- 
posal to build a mall, offices and 
apartments near the Greenbelt 
Metro station. The District 
Council will review and give final 
approval to the conceptual site 
plan in September. The 
Greenbelt City Council, at the 
August 13 meeting, authorized 
Manzi to file an appeal to the 
District Council of the Planning 


Yau ikas 
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Board’s decision. Filing an ap- 
peal means the city can have 
Manzi argue the city’s case to the 
District Council. 

Miscellaneous 

The Prince George’s County 
Municipal Association gives out 
longevity awards. Current 
councilmembers White (28 years) 
and Putens (20 years) and former 
councilmember Gil Weidenfeld 
(22 years) were given awards at a 
ceremony at the Maryland Mu- 
nicipal League Convention in 
June. Former councilmember Ri- 
chard Pilski (22 years) was given 
the award at the August 13 coun- 
cil meeting. 

Michael Travis was appointed 
to the Arts Advisory Board and 
Randall Myers to the Advisory 
Planning Board. Joe Wilkinson 
resigned from the Park & Recre- 
ation Advisory Board after 30 
years of service. Hopi Auerbach 
resigned from the Arts Advisory 
Board due to a conflict with 
other meetings. 

Council approved a whole list 
of items and services from vari- 
ous vendors. Each purchase is 
below the city’s bid limit of 
$10,000, but over the course of a 
year may exceed that limit. 
These included everything from 
phone services to hardware. 

City staff was authorized to 
proceed with applying to become 
part of the state’s new Commu- 
nity Legacy Program. The pro- 
gram helps revitalize and stabilize 
towns. Possible ideas put forth 
to implement under the program 
include: trails plan, pursue local 
historic district designation, and 
promote Roosevelt Center.
